Austro-Hun- 
gariang fighting desperately to re- 
tain their high positions along the 
Tarnopol-Rohatyn railway, west of 
Selota Lipa river. 

In the Koniuchy-Zezorff sector, 
also in Galicia, heavy artillery ac- 
tivity was followed by infantry 
thrusts. The Germans undertook 
counter attacks, but these were re- 
pulsed. 

It is realized here that the ad- 
vance on Lemberg must be slow as
